ACCIDENT EXPLAINED. 

The body remained on the pavement for 
half an hour until an undertaker’s ambu- 
lance came. A. J. Gallaher guarded his 
brother's corpse, and, in a few minutes, he 
was joined by James Gallaher of 2909 Shert- 
dan avenue, an ingpector in the city lighting 
fepartment. 

A. J. Gallaher was numbed by the tragedy 
and could offer no explanation of how it voc- 
curred. He saw William working on the 
transformer, while he steadied the ladder.

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Miss Frances M. Ruth Has Preached in 
Open Air Every Day for 16 Years 
—Many of Her Converts Are 
Persons of More Than Av- 
erage Intelligence.

Penetrating but not grating, convincing 
but not coaxing, compelling but not forc- 
ing. 

Those are queer qualities for a woman’s 
voice, are they not? 

Quite the opposite of “that most. ex- 
cellent thing in a woman’’—the soft, low 
voice of which poets dream and which one 
woman in a- hundred possesses. And yet 
the woman of which I write holds the at- 
tention of hundreds when she talks. No, 
she isn't the belle of a summer resort, 
neither is the a high-salaried lecturer. She 
is Miss Frances M. Ruth of the Cleaners’ 
Mission at 211 North Twelfth street. Night- 


ly she speaks on Sixth street, just south 
of Oliv” street. 

Let street car gongs jangle in or out of 
tune, let etreet fakirs scream their loud- 
est, let all other sounds combine, this 
woman's vovuice is above all. 

Should there come one of those strange 
lulls that sometimes do come in a city’s 
noise, her voice reaches on to the farthest 
side of Pine street. More than 30 feet 
away every word can be heard with dis- 
tinctness. 

Hers is not an untried voice, either. It 
is not the creature of a day or two, that 
much use will waste. It has been in con- 
stant use In the way it is now exercised 
for sixteen years. Summer and winter, 
day and night, it has done service, and 
never once has it failed. 

In the old Chicago Music Hall, with doors 
wide open, Miss Ruth has stood on the 
front platform and made her words audi-

But when you think of every 
day in 16 years you must hold your breath 
and marvel at the vocal chords that will 
stand such a strain. 


MOUTH IS ORDINARY. 

Are they like those of other persons, just 
cartilage and nothing more? That I can- 
not tell you, but I can tell you that three 
hours a day for 16 years, which is a meager 
average, means in itself 1,051,200 minutes 
of work. That's without counting the ex- 
tra day in the leap years, too. 

The mouth that gives out this voice is 
ordinary—neither large nor small. It opens 
not squarely. but to the side, and yet the 
words flow freely. The teeth which stay 
close enough together to appear to form an 
obstruction have the opposite effect. They 
seem in a way to add a certain resonance 
to the voice such as is sometimes given 
Dy the pillars of a large hall. Of course 
Miss Ruth does not hold attention by the 
sound of her voice alone.

Women and logic are not companions as 
a usual thing, according to the opinions 
of certain masculine authorities.

She tells things, too, so that you always 
want to know the rest.

beforehand and in a way. adheres to a 
synopsis. 

To use her own words, “Such a plan Is 
impossible in- open-air speaking. You can 
not find what you need to say and not 
hesitate. 

“Open-air work is the hardest in the gos- 
pel. It is trying to your voice and then 
you have such a varied audience. 

“Some folks think that only the rabble 
listen to us. It is quit® different. 

“Often we speak to deep thinkers. Per- 
haps they only stop for a few minutes. 
In that time we must say something that 
counts. Many of our converts are men 
of more than ordinary intelligence.”’ 

Miss Ruth's first public appearance took 
Place 16 ‘years ago when she became a 
convert. The only time she ever had stage- 
fright was at that time when she gave her 
first testimony. 

She thinks that her voice was given to her 
that she might — in the preaching 
of the gospel.

NETTED BY TWO FARMERS NEAR 
BRONXVILLE, 


NEW YORK’S HUNT IS OVER 


Puma, That Had Just Arrived From 
Mexico, Escaped From His 
Wooden Cage. 


NEW YORK, July 30.—The young pan- 
ther, which escaped on Sunday from the 
Bronx Park, and which has been dubbed 
“Tracy,”’ after the Washington outlaw, 
has been captured in Bronxville by a 
crowd of farmers Lving in the neighbor- 
hood and returned to his cage. 

John 8. Stears, who lives about one mile 
east of the zoological gardens, caught 
sight of “Tracy” near his barns. He gave 
the alarm and about two hundred persons 
responded, armed with all sorts of weap- 
ons. The panther was overtaken, but only 
two of the pursuers stcod their ground. 
They succeeded in throwing a net over the 
animal and carried it back to the park. 
The puma arrived from Mexico Saturday 
on a Ward line steamer. Charlies Sheldon, 
general Manager of the Chihuahua and Pa- 
cifie Railway and a correspondi member 
of the New York Zoological Society, sent 
him as a gift. The puma was delivered in 
a wooden cage with tough hickory slats 
three inches wide by an inch thick. As @ 
further precaution the beast was fastened 
with collar and chain.

GAVE HIS LIFE FOR HIS TRAIN 


Engineer Dennis Connell Died at His 
Post in Collision on St. 
Paul Railroad. 


ELM GROVE; Wis., July 30.—In a colli- 
sion here today between a passenger train 
from Waukesha, known as the ‘Scott,”’ 
and a west-bound frelignt train, Dennis 
Connell, the engineer of the passenger 
train, was instantly killed and the fire- 
man, Thomas Chamberlain, badly injured. 
Several of the passengers of the aukesha 
train were more or less bruised, although 
none sustained injuries that are considéred 
serious.

SEATTLE, Wash., July 30.—I have ex- 
__perienced nothing but difficulties from the 

ime I and my companions left the Siber- 
’ fan Railway early in January. We traveled 
from Irkutsk to Yakutsk in horse sleighs, 
a distance of 2,000 miles, mostly over the 
frozen river Lena. 

The road was unsafe, owing to the rob- 
bers who infest the region. They mur- 
dered the driver of the mail sleigh and 
stole the mail only a week before we 
passed. 

_ The Lena river country is very rich in

Yakutsk I found to be a wooden city of 
mean appearance, with a population of 7,- 
090 people, made up of ‘offcials, mer- 
chants, exiles and Yakutes. Yakutsk

We reached Yakutsk after traveling three 
weeks from Irkutsk, and on the way had 
® marrow escape on the Lena from the 
breaking of the ice over which we were 
traveliy:g. 

We had to remain some time in Yakutsk 
owing to the difficulty of procuring rein- 
deer, which are very scarce. The governor 
urged me to abandon the trip, but I re- 
solved to push on to Verkoyansk, 800 miles 
distant. I found post houses from 80 to 
150 miles apart on the road, which was 
merely a narrow track marked for much 
of the way by blazed trees. 


STEEPEST PASS IN THE WORLD, 


Midway between Yakutsk and Ver- 
yansk we crosged the Verkoyansk range 
' Over the steepest mountain pass in the 
world—nearly a perpendicular wall of ice, 
300 feet high near the summit of a moun- 
tain 4,000 feet high. We crossed with 
@reat difficulty in a howling gale and 
With the temperature 40 degrees below 
Zero. All in our party were badly frozen. 
We found the post houses filthy beyond 
Gegeription and the only food we could ob- 
tally, was putrid fish. We were obliged to 
live @n the stores we had bought for use, 
when we should reach the Arctic coast. 
After 12 days travel we reached Ver- 
koyansk, a mere hamlet of twenty miser- 
able huts, situated in the middle of a how!l- 
ing wilderness. We found 15. exiles 
there, living in a pitiable condition, but bet- 
ter off than others whom I shall describe 
later on. We left Verkoyansk on siledges 
pulled by reindeer for Srednikelymsk, 
1500 miles away. 
The road lay through an undulating wood- 
4 country. The post houses were 
RO miles apart and were very filthy 
Gna occupied by natives and cattle. The 
places were literally swarming with ver- 
min. It was a terribly desolate country. 
Every 15 miles were found uninhabit- 
€d lodges, most of them roofless and filled 
with snow.

It consists of 
20 or 30 dilapidated huts on the banks of 
the Kolyma river, 300 miles from its mouth 
on the Arctic Ocean. 

A famine was raging in the place when 
we got there. There were very few dogs 
and but little food, and we were still 1890 
miles from Bering Straits. We managed 
to get five dog sleds and to procure some 
black bread and frozen fish. We had noth- 
ing elee to eat, for our original stock of 
provisions was very nearly finished. Here 
we heard for the first time that we would 
have to traverse a quite uninhabited part 
of the coast for 500 miles before we could 
reach Tchuktchi, a village of natives who 
had migrated eastward. 


POOR STARVING EXILES. 


But I resolved to push on. I found 13 ex- 
-les in this place in a terrible condition, ill 
clad, half starved and with sentences cf 
from eight to thirty years still to serve. 
The poor creatures were overjoyed to see 
us, for we were the first visitors in the set- 
tlement in more than 20 years. The gov- 
ernment allowance of $8 a month to each 
person for maintenance is utterly inade- 
quate. All lived in a condition entailing un- 
speakable physical misery. Their food was 
putrid fish, their huts filthy’ 

I found among these exiles cultivated men 
ard women, all suffering terribly in body 
and mind. They had no books. The post 
brought mail but once a year. Often they 
were not allowed to receive or write letters. 

And of all who were there only *two were 
accused of actual crimes. They were Ki- 
mova, who attempted to kill the Czar at 
his coronation, and Zimmerman, who 
caused the dynamite explosion at the Lodz 
factories in Prussia. The rest were peace- 
able citizens, whose crimes, if such they 
may be called, were of a strictly political 
nature. They described their existence 
there as a living death. Four committed 
suicide and three became hopelessly insane 
in the two years preceding my visit. 

Just before our arrival a young exile 
named Kaleshnikoff, who had been brutally 
flogged by order of the police master, shot 
himself the same day in his shame and hu- 
millation. But another exile, a friend of 
the one who committed suicide, shot and 
killed the police master, and this man now 
awaits trial in the Yakutsk prison. 


EIGHT MONTHS OF NIGHT. 


The winter here has eight months of 
darkness. In the summer there are ccntin- 
uous rains and stifiing heat. The mosqul- 
toes swarm in the summer, and there is 
much sickness. There is no hospital. 

Sukharno, 30 miles from Srednikolymsk, 
was our last link with humanity. Suk- 
harno consists of three filthy hovels, inhab- 
ited by half-breeds. But, wretched as was 
the place, I often longed for it later when 
on the cruel and desolate coast. 

We left Sukharno in a blinding snow- 
storm and a heavy gale. We had five sieds 
and 63 dogs. The cold was intense through- 
out the journey of the 500 miles from Stk- 
harno to Erktrik, the first Tchuktan cettle- 
ment on Tchaun Bay. 

It was a hard trip, and it took us 17 days 
to make it, the last week of which we lived 
on half rations, had an insufficiency of 
driftwood with which to cook, only a tent 
for shelter and slept in 40 to 3 degrees be- 
low zero. 

Once we lost our way and wandered in a 
blizzard for three days on the shores of the 
Arctic ocean. We were badly frozen and 
reached Erktrik in an exhausted condition 
from our exposure. The natives were un- 
friendly and would give us but little food. 
We ieft the village and struggled on with 
difficulty for another 16 days, finally reach- 
ing Cape Norton. Here we were better re- 
ceived, but our troubles were increased py 
the appearance among us of “kor,"’ a pain- 
ful skin disease. We found that smallpox 
was raging on the coast, and that some 
Villages had been decimated. 

Beyond Cape Norton we traveled mare 
rapidly. At one village the natives were 
hostile and threatened our party with 
knives. As we neared the Behring Straits 
we found the natives better and more 
friendly, owing doubtless to their frequent 
intercourse with American whalers during 
the summer months. 


SIX MONTHS FROM PARIS. 

We arrived at East Cape, Behring Straits, 
May 20, five months and one day since we 
left Paris, Dec. 18, 1991. We remained at 
East Cape four weeks and found the ta- 
tives hospitable and friendly when sober, 
but exceedingly dangerous during their 
drunken orgies, which were of frequent 
occurrence. 

We were compelled upon one occasion to 
nide in a hut for two days while men, mad 
with drink, ran yelling about the settie- 
ment with loaded rifies searching for us to 
mill us. Two natives were murdered dur- 
ing this carouse and a white (rader living 
on Diomede Island was murdered two days 
ister. 

The American ship Thetie took us off 


fo sal 
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ring Straits, five miles off Cape Princess of 
Wales. As the ship was unable to ap- 
proach the shore Eskimos put off in skin 
boats and reached the Thetis with diffi- 
culty; we took four hours to reach the 
shore over moving ice floes, over much 
open water between. We had perilous work 
to drag over the rough ice and in the open 
water a heavy sea was running. 

We reached land drenched to the skin 
and half dead with cold at 5 o’clock on the 
morning of June 18—exactly six months out 
from Paris. 

We remained ten days at Cape Prince of 
Wales..It is a most desolate place, and but 
few ships touch there. The Thetis was 
compelled to leave us to go in search of 
missing Cape Nome steamers in the Arctic 
Ocean. The American missionary, Mr 
Lopp, was most kind, and gave us every 
assistance in his power. Finally a small 
steamer, the Sadie, trading in those waters 
took us to Nome. HARRY DE WINDT. 


CAR OPLINTERS 
SERENADERS RG 


One Man Killed and Four Se- 
riously Injured. 


WERE ON SAME ~ TRACK 


SERENADERS WERE RETURNING 
TO THEIR HOMES. 


Accident Happened at McRee Avenue 
and Old Manchester Road—Only 
One Trolley at Night. 


A west-bound transit car, traveling on 
the east track, crashed into a surrey filled 
with serenaders at McRee avenue and Old 
Manchester road Tuesday night, killing 
one man and injuring four. 

The five men had been serenading some 
friends, and were returning to their homes 
in excellent spirits, thrumming the stringed 
instruments they carried and singing with a 
will. Fred Michaels was driving, and 
John A. McDonald, Frank Brooks, William 
Steffern and Grant West occupied the re- 
maining seats. 

Car No. 5832 was running west on the 
track generally traversed by east-bound 
ears, at night only one trolley circuit be- 
ing operated. It sped toward the approach- 
ing vehicle, the occupants of which saw 
it, but thought it was on the opposite 
track, and made no effort to get out of 
harm's way until the realization of their 
error dawned upon them too late. 

Motorman James B. Casey of 4938 Arsenal 
street applied the brakes when he saw the 
danger, but the car was almost upon the 
vehicle and was going at high speed, end 
he could not stop it. It struck the surrey 
like a bolt of lightning, there was a report 
as of an explosion, and then a shuffling 
roar as the surrey, horse and occupants 
were dragged 40 feet before they came to 
a standstill. 

Grant West, who occupied the back seat, 
was instantly killed, his body being a mags 
of cuts and bruises. Michael was bleeding 
freely from a deep gash in the forchead 
and another on the cheek, and the other 
three were severely bruised, but not dan- 
gerously injured. The injured men were 
carried into the office of Dr. W. Antoine 
Hall at 1556 Tower Grove avenue, and where 
they received temporary treatment and were 
then conveyéd to the City Hospital. West's 
body was tuken to the morgue. The horse 
was killed outright, and the vehicle was 
srnaashed into splinters. 

All of the men are employes of the Fed- 
eral Steel Co., but West was only a recent 
acquaintance of the others. He lived at 
5759 Old Manchester road. Michaels is 31 
years old, single, and lives at the same 
number; McDonald is 2, also single, and 
resides at 2329 Cooper street; Brooks is mar- 
ried, 82 years old. and lives at 2818 Macklin 
avenue, and Steffen is single, 4 years of 
age, living at Macklin avenue and Man- 
chester road.

NEGRO SHOT OFFICER HOLMES. 

Here he found a negro loitering on the 
platform and demanded what he was do- 
ing. The man said he was attending to his 
own business and started to walk away. 
Holmes called upon him to halt, but the 
negro wheeled about, drawing a revolver, 
and fired one shot. 

The bullet struck Holmes on the left side 
of the abdomen and he fell on the platform, 
where he was found a moment later by per- 
sons who had heard the shot and hastened 
to learn the trouble. He was carried to his 
home and a physician summoned, who said 
the wound was very dangerous. Holmes 
gave a description of the negro, and the 
authorities were informed. 

Sheriff Joseph Hotz of Edwardsville 
r&iched Granite City on an 8 o’clock train, 
bringing two bloodhounds with him. The 
dogs were taken to the Union Hotel, where 
they caught the scent and trailed the ne- 
gro to the depot and along the railroad 
tracks to the river. 

The citizens of Granite City and the sur- 
rounding country are thoroughly aroused 
and when the negro is captured by them 
he will likely suffer summary punishment. 
Mayor Rosenberg of Granite City has of- 
fered a reward of $100 for the arrest of the 
officer's assailant.

POWER BRAKES APPROVED. 

The Board of Public Improvements has approved four devices 
of power brakes for the St. Louis street cars, and nothing re- 
mains to be done except that the companies shall select the brake 
they deem best and equip all the cars with such brake. 

There shoul@ be no long delay in doing this, because the brakes 
approved are such as are in use in other cities, and can be or- 
dered like other things that have been tested and are on the 
markot. The companies cannot excuse delay on the ground that 
the devices are hew and untried. It is but a question of choos- 
ing and ordering the brakes in sufficient number to equip the 
cara. 

The énfmncemer.t of this law should not only make the cars 
and the streets much safer for passengers and citizens generally, 
but should be “‘ssood business’ for the street railway companies, 
in preventing expensive collisions and damage suits. It is to the 
interest of everybody that the brakes be obteined and put in use 
at the earliest possible date.

Free trad: in 
transportation. Anybody could navigate the lakes, and a great 
many persons did navigate them. The railroads themselves con- 
fess the economy in employing the lakes by the huge steam 
barges they are operating. If you wish to know what the Mis- 
souri and Mississippi, deepened, would do for the territory they 
wash, see what deep-water navigation has done for lake terri- 


tory?” 

This is the whole case in a nutshell.

“WHO'S ELBOWING ME?” 


For ten years, more or less, say from 
1874 to 1884, and later than this in the 
rorthern range, says Ray Stannard Baker 
in the August Century, there was universe!

cow man meant being a small but power- 
ful king with a princely kingdom, the 
boundaries of which were set by precedent 
and by the honor of custom—as far as a 
man on horseback could see, and by water 
—as firmly as if corner-marked and tifle- 
deeded. There was no rem and virtuaily 
ne taxes to pay. A man might own a hun- 
dred thousand cattle and not an acre of 
land, though he claimed “range *ights’ to 
fifty thousand acres and enforced those 
rights with blood and iron. 

Apparently this was a new sort of free 
life in which man had risen above the old 
slow rules of thrift. It was a simple busi- 
ness: turn the cattle to grass and when 
money was needed, round them up and sell 
them. 

But the lucky dog sometimes has lffi- 
culty ip enjoying his bone in peace. Lured 
by the stories of sudden riches in the cattle 
country, other men, as bold and hardy as 
the first, flocked in from all parts of the 
world and began raising big and little 
herds. The building of the railroads across 
the continent stimulated immigration; the 
great Texas boom followed the completion 
of the Texas Pacific Railroad in 1883. At 
first the early comers welcomed the new 
rangers, sold them cattle at exorbitant 
prices, chuckled at their innocence, al- 
lowed them to come in on the ranges, and 
grew richer and richer. There were times 
when Texas steers, big and little, brought 
$%3 each on the range. But the tide swelled, 
and the cattle continued to increase enor- 
mously. Presently the first real settlers, 
the “nesters’’ of Texas, who wished to 
fence the land for farms, appeared in num- 
bers, and the early comers, the original 
cowboys, began to chafe. “‘Who's elbowing 
me?’ they inquired, and there was prompt 
and effective shooting and the wholesale 
cutting of new fences. 

Many good men lay down in the hot sand, 
never to rise again. But ‘that, bad as it 
was, did not tell the whole story of destruc- 
tion. If cattle had been killed instead of 
men, the trouble might have been averted, 
but the herds went on multiplying unt!) 
they covered all the range, giving it no rest 
winter or summer. Each cowman scram- 
bled for all he could get; he argued that if 
he did not take the grass his neighbor 
would. And who cared a rap for the future! 
Life was short and mone tangible. At 
first there had been mena grass to sup- 
port one steer to every two acres of land; 
in haif a dozen years a steer did well to 
make his living on five acres. After that 
the ratio steadily widened. So great wns 
the struggle for new tefritory that whole 
herds of cattle sometimes went twenty 
miles or more to water and then back 
again, gallop every step, and working 
hard between times to get enough from 
the failing ranges to keep life within their 
lean carcasses. And today there are many 
parts of the range that will not support ten 
cattle to the square mile, one steer to every 
sixty-fpur acres, and it is a good range 
indeed that will feed a gteer to every twen-

EXPERT VIEW GIVEN BY BURG- 
LAR JAMES DONNELLY. 


Points Which Have Puzzled the New 
York Police Are Cleared Up by 
Him in a Convincing 
Manner. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 30.—James Donnelly, a pro- 
fessional burglar, whose picture ia No. 43855 in the 
Rogues’ Gallery, and who is now in the Tombs 
Prison on a charge of housebreaking, hag made a 
careful study of the Latimer murder. He has given 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondent this opinion 
as an expert on the killing, which he is certain 


was the work of a man who entered the house to 
rob it: 


BY J. DONNELLY, BURGLAR. 
“The man who murdered Albert C. Lati- 


mer entered his house with the intention 
of robbing him The coroner's jury made 
no mistake when they cleared the friends 
mt piss. Latimer who had been under sus- 
picion 
“It was a burglar’s job as sure as I am 
in prison at this minute, and any profes- 
sional burglar can tell you the reasons 
why. The man undoubtedly belonged to a 
class Of housebreakers and second-stor 
men who always go armed and who will 
shoot to kill if they are cornered. 
here are a dozen of these men in Sing 
Sing today, and a score or more of them 
about New York who are well known in 
ene rofession. Several of them are bakers 
rade and hold good positions, which 
<a them a good excuse for being out at 
all hours of the night. They are good 
porch climbers where they don’t find fire 
escapes convenient, and frequently enter a 
house by means of the scuttle in the roof. 
“But the most common method of get- 
ting into a house that these men have is 
with an ordinary case knife, such as can

“The Brooklyn cops threw cold water on 
the burglar theory because they could find 


no marks upon the doors or windows to 
show where they had been forced or tamp- 
ered with. What need was there to leave 
any marks? They did find the burglar'’s 
window knife in the house after he had 
gone. 

“In forcing the catch with such a knife 
it would not be necessary to leave any 
mark. It is not like prying open a door or 
forcing up a sash with a jimmy, where you 
leave the impress of the point in the wood. 

“In the Latimer case I judge that the 
burglar quietly sneaked over the beet 
fences into the rear yard. leavin 
on watch not far away. He would ts trv a 
back door and all the basement windows 
first to see if any of them were unlocked. 
If they were he would quietly open one 
or the other and crawl tin. If not he would 
try his case knife on the window catches. 

“Once inside the burglar’s first step. if 
he had a dark lantern. would be to Nig 
it. He would probably have used an old- 
fashioned sulphur match, which makes no 
noise. If I had been one of the detectives 
in the Latimer case I should have looked 
for a burnt match or two on the floor near 
the windows, and it would have come pret- 
ty near telling me where my burglar got 
n 


“After lighting his lamp the burglar would 
at once look ott for S ‘get-away.' He 
would want to prepare the best possible 
route for escape in case he waked some 
one up and had to run for it. He would 
probably go to the back door, shove the 
bolt. open it and enter the storm shed. He 
would make sure that the door there was 
unlocked. 


Ready to 
Locate Plunder. 


“Then he would re-enter the house, cics- 


ing the doors after him, but leaving the 
locks dra‘yn. Next he would close down 
the window—if he had gained entrance 
that way—fastening it or not, as the spirit 
moved him. Then everything would have 
the same appeardnce as it did before he 
entered, and he would be ready to locate 
his . As the ‘get-away in this 
case was way of the back door we 
start from iy, e kitchen. 

“And now about the shoes with the fe't 
soles that were found on the wash tubs. 
They seem to have caused the police a lot 
of puzzling. They have served the burglar 
very well while he has been forcing an en- 
trance and preparing his ‘get-away,’ but 
oar comeg the really delicate part of the 
0 

“The felt-clovered 


soles are practically 
noiseless, but the 


shoes are more or less 
cumbersome. Put yourself in the man’s 
jace. He has got to ay up the stairs 
n the oldfashioned frame house, pick out 
Latimer’s bedroom, search it for the Royal 
Arcanum cash and all without making a 
sound that will awaken any one. Can he 
not step much more lightly tn his stock- 
feet? than with the clumsy shoes on his 
eet 

“In a burglar’s place you would do just 
what the Latimer burealar did. You would 
take off the shoes before going upstairs 
and leave them where vou could get them 
conveniently when you were fread to 
leave. It !s done nine times out a ton 
“So we bring the burglar up to Latimer’s 
bedroom in his stocking feet, probab'y 
shielding his improvised dark lantern under 
his coat rs. Latimer is awakened and 
calls out to her husband and the burglar 
turns with the intention of leaving the 
room. He never meant to get into the 
clothes closet. That would be like a fool 
ostrich sticking his head in the sand when 
he's chased. 


Entered Closet 
by Mistake. 

The man in the darkness mistook the 
closet door for the door he had come in by. 
When he found himself in the closet he 
heard Mrs. Latimer moving about the room 
and toward his hiding place and heard her

“Jt was 6ee late for him to get out un- 
seen and he hoped that after loooking about 
and seeing nothing Mrs. Latimer would go

That was where the burglar 
made his first mistake. When Latimer cor. 
nered him a few moments later the burglar 
eoncluded that his only chance of escape 
was in shooting, and so he shot. 

“And then came Mrs. Latimer’s screams 
and cries for ne ye The burglar's one 
thought and object in life now was to get 
away. He knew that the neighborhood was 
being aroused and that in a few minutes at 
most the police and citizens would be 
aewarming about the house. Every second 
was valuable and he put his whole heart 
and soul into getting away. It's a cinch 
he would not stop to put on his shoes with 
that great fear after him. You or | 
wouldn't either. 


Had No Time te

“The burglar undoubtedly made straight 
for the bedroom immediately after he had 
lit his lamp, fixed up his ‘get-away’ and 
taken off his shoes. He was discovered 
by Mrs. Latimer early in the game, and 
the fact that he falled toe carry off a 
pocketbeok that was ying around loose 
somewhere with a small sum of money in 
ue does not cut any figure.
